When Mr. and Mrs. White bought the old Gayhead place 
Greene County, they only had the original two pure breds, 
and they took them with them, together with four the com- 
mon cows. Olive Chatham 16814 was the first pure bred 
Guernsey cow the was typical many 
other run-down farms,—what needed was manure and care- 
ful cropping make pay. long, hard job, but 
the end paid. have spoken several times the Whites 
was just that, every sense the word. 
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There was division labor between household duties 
and the barn for Mrs. White. She took her place outside 
when the occasion demanded, and still found time launch 
Gayhead butter the market. 

They remember well now,—how they got sixteen cents 
pound for their butter. When they got twenty cent con- 
tract, was milestone their history. For five years 
Mrs. White sent butter Syracuse (she believed showing, 
too), and got the money every year, scoring from ninety- 
two ninety-seven. When she gathers the half bushel 
ribbons representing fair winnings, not few them 
are butter premiums. Some day she going make, not 
one, but several silk curtains and spreads out the ribbons. 
They date back about twenty years, and they run from the 
Schoharie County Fair the National Dairy Show. 


Back the early butter-making days, these partners might 
have stood aghast had you given them picture the build- 
ings their herd now occupies the new place, where they 
moved four years ago. They might never have believed that 
they would today sending half dozen cans milk daily 
the Albany Guernsey market ten cents quart; that 
Coxsackie folks would coming the milk house carry 
away twelve cents quart. Possibly the sale $32,000 
worth surplus stock one year might have seemed im- 
possible dream. they never thought that old Olive 
would the forerunner herd whose cows commonly 
have their names.

Last year the made 
studies the April Quarterly (the forerunner the Advanced 
Register Volume), which emphasis was placed upon the 
transmission production through the female lines. The 
question arose the significance the number Ad- 
vanced Register bulls that have been developed some 
lines breeding. comprehensive study most the 
great families the breed would become too involved 
detail, were include comparison the effects traceable 
both males and females the line. This year’s study 
endeavors open discussion and thought the subject 
transmission production through the sons Advanced 
Register bulls. 

The Advanced Register Volume lists 2669 Advanced 
Register sires January 1925, which 302 were 
added during the previous year. assumed that bull 
siring five more Advanced Register sons may con- 
sidered, for purposes study, bull whose transmitting 
ability through his sons proven. There are 103 such 
bulls the Guernsey breed, and they have between them 
sired 980 Advanced Register bulls. are listed for 
reference the accompanying order save space, 
and the interest greater coherence, these bulls will 
designated throughout this article. 

The first disclosure interest that.fifty-four trans- 
mitting sires, over half the total, are directly descended 
from three different male ancestors. Thirteen others are 
descended from two other bulls, that total sixty-seven 
sixty-five per cent. all transmitting sires trace di- 
rectly one five great progenitors. The more numerous 
these groups will presented the following pages.

The groups that have been reviewed include seventy- 
nine the 103 transmitting sires. pertinent fact that 
none but three the progenitors the groups were re- 
lated, regardless the amount interbreeding that has 
been carried between their descendants.

THE LIFE THE BREED 


The series editorials that has appeared under the above 
title has accomplished least one desirable object. has 
set many breeders thinking along lines conservative 
breed improvement such extent that they have expressed 
themselves the writing this all-important 
subject. far the majority the correspondents have 
written approval the proposed plan for new, single 
Advanced Register least part. 


justice all sides the question, the objections any 
part the plan will offered here the basis further 
thought. There are three principal parts the proposed 
plan, that the objections naturally fall into these primary 
groups. interesting note that practically one has 
expressed the feeling that the establishment new single 
class, with the abolishment the 365-day class, will result 
injustice the men who have already made our twenty 
thousand yearly records. 


Limitation milkings. has been suggested that the 
limitation the number milkings which cow en- 
titled might work hardship some cases,—principally, 
thought, cows that exceed the minimum requirement 
for three daily milkings small margin. The objection 
that such cows, through accident sickness, may fall 
below the required amount, and would automatically 
placed twice daily milking, which would lessen her chanc- 
returning her former level. 


also suggested that many cows have been developed 
the thrice daily milking habit, and deny the number 
milkings would tend lower production, but would still 
not help 

Reduction 305 days. The principal objection 
this step that might have tendency toward shorter 
milking period, particularly the case young heifers, and 
that their development would restricted. Again, 
argued, the shorter period would tend react against per- 
sistency production through lactation period. 

Another breeder takes the view that would offer even 
more chance for the “forced feeder” than would the 365- 
day record, the assumption that easier force cow 
for ten months than for twelve.

This man has 
cut off the last two months’ production from the records 
all his Advanced Register cows, and finds that the greatest 
percentage reduction falls the highest producing cows.

producers, and their monthly production had fallen off. 

calving requirement. has been maintained that 
unfair the former progeny cow that has had, for 
instance, four five calves, she makes great 
calf, and thus failing official recognition.

Another general objection that the breed needs large 
number Advanced Register records, and that testing 
should not discouraged the establishment further 
rules. 

not our purpose discuss these objections, but an- 
swers some the arguments may arise the 
own mind goes over them. Our purpose give fair 
and impartial view the question from all 
with this idea that space has been given those who feel 
that there not wisdom some the provisions. 

the other hand, nothing has been said about the large 
number expressions approval that have come the 
office from many other breeders. One them has even 
gone far ask: wait six months setting the 
date January 1926? Why not put the plan into imme- 
diate effect?” 

There certainly diversity opinion expressed, not 
alone this instance, but any case where change the 
rules conduct contemplated. The correspondence re- 
ceived has indicated immense amount deep thought 
this question among Guernsey breeders.

are conclusions veterinary specialists the 
Bureau Animal Industry, based several years’ expe- 
rience eradicating bovine tuberculosis. support the 
conclusion the bureau veterinarians have compiled large 
number statistics arranged according the various breeds 
and whether the animals are pure breds grades. 

“From July 1921, April 1924, tuberculin tests 
were applied 1,424,302 pure bred cattle, which 4.7 
per cent. were found tuberculous. During the same 
period, 4,456,439 grade cattle were subjected the test, 
which 4.8 per cent. reacted. Among the pure bred and grade 
cattle representing the various breeds the Federal special- 
ists have been able find evidence that any breed 
more susceptible resistant than any 

That the tuberculin test appears popular among breeders 
Guernseys evident from the large number pure breds 
tested. April 1924, the date which the number test- 
applies, only 258,843 Guernseys had been registered, both 
sexes included. The number pure breds tested about 
per cent. the total number registrations 
that date. Consider also that only animals six months 
older were tested, and that the test recent innovation, 
when compared with the length time that the Herd Book 
has been established, and the percenatge living pure bred 
Guernseys tested would much greater.

INORGANIC vs. ORGANIC MINERALS 


DR. GEORGE CONN 


HILE mineral salts addition the live stock 

ration have been very widely used for the past six eight 
years, both the dairy ration and that swine, evident 
there much misunderstanding concerning their use even 
though there has been much written the agricultural press 
concerning this practice. That misunderstanding given 
rather wide publicity may work serious injury practice 
which now very firmly established from experimental evi- 
dence and practical application not only the United 
States, but throughout the world, evidenced from the state- 
ment recently made well-known publication writer 
the effect that there was possibility that inorganic min- 
eral salts were possibly injurious live stock and might pro- 
duce death, but that organic mineral salts were absolutely 
harmless and the only safe form use. 


search all the leading literature physiological 
chemistry throughout the world fails show there any 
reason for such statements any intimation that such 
conclusion should reached regard the possible danger 
using minerals for feeding live stock. 


generally recognized that complete nutrition the 


human body requires fifteen chemical elements, part 


which enter into the composition fats, carbohydrates and 
proteins and part which combine with bases form 
salts which nature and serve this form 
essential element nutrition. The protein food consumed 
the human supplies but five these fifteen chemical 
elements, and fats and carbohydrates together, but three. 
Thus find that but seven the more important mineral 
are furnished the ordinary foodstuffs that are 
consumed. should mentioned here that three these 
elements are very small amounts and difficult 
measure. This accounts for the fact that ordinary lan- 
guage, consider twelve chemical furnishing 
the elements nutrition. 

practice consider most mineral salts inorganic substances 
foodstuffs. the carbohydrates, proteins 
and fats that contain the organic substances. 

One the most mineral carriers, namely, 
sodium chloride, carries the elements sodium and chlorine 
into the body and the residue leaves the body inorganic 
form. These two elements comprising this salt, namely, 
sodium and chlorine, always enter the living body inor- 
ganic form, yet practical experience with herbivorous ani- 
mals, namely, common live stock, indicates that this the 
most essential all mineral salts and that most animals 
will not thrive for any great length time without fairly 
good supply these elements. The average cow milking 
forty forty-five pounds per day will require least one 
ounce salt daily. Cows milking much heavier than this 
will frequently require much two ounces per day. 

and sulphur while frequently taken into the body 
organic form ingredient ordinary foodstuffs, are 
changed the digestive process inorganic form and leave 
the body such. Phosphorus found the digestive sys- 
tem both organic and inorganic forms. 

Mathews, his physiological chemistry says: 

certainly not without significance that living matter 
watery and contains but salts the would ap- 
pear probable from this that living matter originated either 
the sea itself, perhaps some pool water which 
contained, possibly, dilute form, the common salts. 


has been suggested that was some slowly drying 
pool where concentration could take place and where 
cyanides and other similar reactive organic compounds 
might have been formed the vigorous electrical discharges 
accompanying the eruptions, that living matter first appeared. 
would thus have sprung from the thunderbolts Jove, 
this theory true; but are, any rate, the children 
the sun and the sea, Apollo and Aphrodite.” 


From experiments made the University Wisconsin 
and discussed Research Bulletin No. the Wisconsin 
Experiment Station, find the following conclusions con- 
cerning the use organic phosphorus when supplied pigs. 
That pigs receiving low phosphorus ration supplemented 
with inorganic phosphorus, such ‘‘floats” made vigor- 
ous development others receivimg their phosphorus sup- 
ply wholly organic form. Conclusions this same test 
indicated that animals had the power when 
phorus inorganic form, synthesize those the organic 
form phosphorus which was demanded its body. 


was further found during the same tests that the amount 
phosphorus retained the growing pig did not depend 
much whether the phosphorus was organic inorganic, 
but more upon the rate and vigor development the 
animal. When the entire phosphorus supply was organic 
the animal retained 2.36 grams per day but when eighty per 
cent. the supply was inorganic, (floats), the animal re- 
tained 2.35 grams. These conclusions were indicated since 
there was very little, any, appreciable difference between 
organic and inorganic phosphorus, that there practically 
danger they not contain any irritating objection- 
able material. 

take from Ohio Agricultural Experiment Station, 
Technical Bulletin No. page 365, the following: That or- 
ganic phosphorus harmless any animal has not been 
demonstrated. The proof that inorganic phosphorus can 
serve all the purposes for which any animal needs phos- 
phorus, incomplete. much evidence imply 
that some species, least some organic phosphorus com- 
pounds, are more useful than inorganic phosphorus the 
sense being more readily economically utilized and 
maintaining higher state vitality and resistance tissue 
enzym the difference probably depending part, 
least, upon the partial absorption and utilization organ- 
compounds such without complete digestive cleavage. 

There possibility that when the facts are all known 
regarding inorganic compared organic forms mineral 
salts, that there will advantage the inorganic forms 
over that the organic forms. Inorganic minerals human 
nutrition are known safeguards against acidosis which 
very common and dangerous condition brought about 
the formation acids the body. These miner- 
als are the various carbonates and phosphates. Since the 
most common mineral salts inorganic nature that are 
used feeding live stock are both carbonates and phosphates, 
and since these forms have the ability absorbing consider- 
able quantities the acid which formed without much 
change their own acidity, can understand why 
that with cértain types feed, carbonate and cal- 
cium phosphate, which are supplied the inorganic form, 
are considerable value. 

During the digestion calcium carbonate, calcium 
dioxide, carbonic acid, gas formed and this acid has the 
ability change the ordinary acids formed the cells the 
body bicarbonate which practically not acid all. 
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the digestion calcium phosphate, phosphoric acid 
which also very weak acid, acts the same manner. 
For the above reasons the carbonates and phosphates are 
known “buffer they neutralize acids 
formed the body through the digestive processes. Since 
many the substances taken into the animal’s body are 
converted into inorganic form, even though they may 
organic when consumed, would indicate quite conclusively 
that there little danger from the use inorganic 
mineral salts when properly prepared and supplied reas- 
onable amounts, when fed live stock. the other hand, 
there possibility that most cases they will have 
tendency neutralize acid that may formed from the di- 
gestion some the organic compounds. 

Experiments conducted many the leading stations 
the United States and foreign countries have failed 
show any appreciable ill effects from the use any the in- 
organic mineral salts commonly fed live stock. the 
other hand, practically all experiments have shown de- 
cided advantage from the fact that the food assimilated 
much more completely and there less evidence mal- 
nutrition the animal. 
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One thing that should kept mind supplying or- 
ganic forms mineral salts live stock the fact that 
those forms that are made especially from bones animal 
residues contain animal odors which make almost impos- 
sible feed such material some kinds live stock. Dairy 
cattle particularly, hesitate eat bonemeal and many 
cases considerable difficulty experienced getting them 
eat any appreciable amounts this material. This diffi- 
culty not experienced with inorganic forms phosphate. 

Practical feeding experiments for the past six eight 
years many the leading herds and flocks the United 
States would indicate that there practically danger from 
feeding inorganic mineral salts live stock under average 
conditions. The final proof all these questions de- 
termined the results that are evidenced the herds and 
flocks under average conditions. That there practically 
danger and reason suspect any ill results from the feed- 
ing inorganic mineral salts evident some the experi- 
ment station workers and breeders would have made dis- 
covery this effect since the United States easily leads the 
entire world experimental feeding well as_ practical 
feeding mineral salts. 


ANOTHER VIEW TESTING

INCE the decline Advanced Register testing has reached 

the point where causing alarm among those intrusted 

with the direction our dairy breeds, analysis the causes 
may bring out the question, Does Pay 

are living era which most human endeavors 
are measured their return dollars and cents. Breeders 
pure bred dairy cattle have relied mostly the return 
from the sale pure bred bull calves compensate them for 
the additional expense incident Advanced Register testing. 

The prices received for those bull calves and possibly few 
heifers, determined largely the purchasing ability the 
customer average dairyman. 

The purchasing ability this average dairyman has 
reached point where the amount has available ex- 
change for registered bull calf does not justify the expen- 
diture time, effort, feed and expense attendant upon 
Advanced Register testing. 

The average sale price ninety-five per cent. pure bred 
bull calves during the past two years would not pay for the 
registration fees and cost raising. The form, size, class 
kind record was ignored establishing prices. The type 
and appearance the calf was much greater factor. 

consequence this limited return, Advanced Regis- 
ter testing has been gradually narrowing down the few that 
can sustain continued losses and those whose objectives 
are determine the productive ability their cows under 
practical herd conditions. 

This situation liable continue until such time there 
evidence revival prosperity among the mass dairy- 
men. The sizes records, except few cases, and its 
effect the future usefulness our cows are but incidental 
the foregoing causes. herd history most pure bred 
herds would disclose that barrenness and other disorders 
are common among cows given ordinary records 
records all, among those put under pressure. 

this applies the Guernsey cow, her popularity has 
been built partly her ability respond productive 
demands best suits her owner. And will ever thus. 
The breeder Guernseys has nothing fear the present 
order things, far classifications forms records 
some one which will suited his wants. 

What might justly concern himself endeavor 
revive restore the lost purchasing power his customer. 


Recent government statistics show that cost sixty-one 
cents produce butter fat 1924, the average sale price 
for the same year being forty-eight and one-half cents. Pre- 
dictions are that 1925 will give the producer less price and 
higher cost, thus increasing the spread. The dairy farmers 
Wisconsin sold their 1924 crop milk for twenty-five and 
one-half million dollars less than that 1923, and was 
larger crop—Wisconsin produces one-tenth the nation’s 
milk;—apply this loss the whole and you will realize the 
effect the value dairy cattle. When our dairy farmers 
are receiving return nearer their production costs and 
have money spend for supplementary stock, you will find 
Advanced Register testing resuming its place with other lost 
advantages.

which 
brought forcibly the minds all 
visitors and tourists, the 
climate.

The tourists came 
over the mountains the San Diego 
and Arizona Railroad, wearing their 
heaviest winter clothes. They wore 
them, that is, until they reached the 
unusual summer climate Imperial 
Valley. the time 
reached Brawley, winter coats were 
unusually superfluous, but the visi- 
tors draped their wraps over their 
arms and tried look unconcerned 
about the temperature possible, 
the Chamber Commerce committee 
met them their summer clothes 
which are now vogue the Valley. 

Everybody walked the short dis- 
tance the big spacious plaza where 
cafeteria lunch was served mem- 
bers Mothers’ Community Club. 
The first unusual treat was Imperial 
Valley grape fruit served without 
sugar. Then followed buns, Imperial

preferred Guernsey milk. Every one 
was given either Guernsey recipe 
other piece Guernsey literature 
with Guernsey button attached, 
which all were requested pin 
themselves. The guide the party 
repeatedly called attention the 
golden color the unusually good 
milk. This was the first time good 


many them had ever drank Guern- 
sey milk know name. Several 
were kind enough state that Love- 
land Rancho Guernsey milk was the 
finest they had ever tasted. 

After lunch, the visitors were taken 
auto ride the vicinity 
Brawley, showing them some the 
immense fields lettuce, peas, canta- 
louges, onions, cabbage, spinach, sum- 
mer squash, alfalfa and barley, and the 
grape fruit orchard. tour 
was also made the ice plant and the 
packing sheds where the vegetables 
and fruits are packed and iced that 
make Brawley the largest shipping 
point perishable products the 
world. 

The Loveland Rancho located 
about five miles west Brawley, 
which about 220 miles southeast 
Los Angeles, and 119 feet below sea 
level. herd composed princi- 
pally grade Guernseys, there being 
only three pure bred cows and three 
pure bred heifers, soon due freshen.

Only few the real 
progressive dairymen have installed 
milking machine outfits. These are 
practically all the releaser type 
milking machine, where the milk 
drawn from the cow into big tank 
which located directly over the sep- 
arator. There handling the 
milk until comes out the sepa- 
rator, skimmed. This system has 
been found very practical and the 
cows soon get used being milked 
either side, then stripped 
hand, after which they are turned 
out and another cow steps into place.

years ago milk its 

natural raw state was not very 
popular article diet the South. 
What now call dairymen were 
practically unknown species. Cows 
gave milk for few months the 
year while the wild onions and broom- 
straw furnished fairly balanced ra- 
tion. One man told the writer that’ 
used have herd Jerseys and 
put the best milk into Lynchburg 
six cents quart. suh, 
milk was the best that went into 
town. was only one-fourth water 
and everybody else sold one-half 
The milk peddlers those 
days were rated the social scale 
being just little higher than the 
bootblack. 

Today while the milk contains 
little more food value than did 
when came from Jerseys and the 
old oaken bucket, sanitary conditions 
have undergone wonderful improve- 
ment. There chance for the 
dairyman today who tries pro- 
duce milk Virginia without sani- 
tary up-to-date equipment and 
knowledge hygiene that very few 
people possessed the days when 
cows were milked dark cobweb fes- 
tooned barns and milk was sold from 
quart measure and open milk can. 


Naturally people have become 
better educated and the health auth- 
orities vested with legal powers have 
swept away the old unsanitary milk 
producer and peddler and people have 
learned the necessity using more 
milk their diet, the demand for 
milk has increased, that today 
dairying one the major indus- 
tries the state. the public has 
come look upon milk the one 
perfect food which now produced 
the most cleanly manner, they 
have also learned that milk not 
always the same food value. For 
many years they have considered 
that most dairymen put water and 
gave the milk sold cities every- 
where that flat taste and blue look 
which milk does not possess the 
old home farm. Right here where 
the modern dairyman living under 
suspicion. The milk from some cows 
has just twice much cream 
the milk other cows. Some 
cows naturally give milk that de- 
cidedly blue while other cows’ milk 
color and flavor and delicate aroma 
which distinctive. 

The Guernsey cows are especially 
noted for the golden color their 


milk and also for the flavor and 
aroma which not found 
milk other breeds. The public 
should taught this simple justice 
the whole dairy profession. The 
average milk producer Virginia 
while working produce the best 
article food possibly can and 
using sanitary methods under the 
guidance trained specialists em- 
ployed the various city and state 
health authorities, cannot possibly 
supply his trade with milk from 
Guernsey cows. the first place 
cannot get the Guernseys. Until 
recent years these cattle were pos- 
sessed almost entirely rich men 
who were not interested commercial 
dairying. Even today there are not 
enough Guernsey cows the United 
States supply one per cent. the 
milk consumed this country. Guern- 
seys have been bred Virginia for 
over forty years and the state known 
everywhere for the excellence its 
herds that have made national repu- 
tations for their owners, but even 
then only about one per cent. the 
market milk being sold the state 
comes from Guernsey cows. 


One would judge from the above 
statement that Guernseys were not 
heavy milk producers. true that 
they not give such large quantity 
some cows for the first few months 
but they are persistent that they 
usually give much any cows 
the full lactation period. yearly 
tests they have been beaten for total 
milk production heavier cows that 
could start the year with great 
handicap the form extra body 
weight which had been put them 
before they started. Even then the 
bigger cow had consume much 
more feed that the cost per pound 
food nutrients was very much 
favor the Guernsey. The fact 
that the half million dairy cows 
the state less than 5000 have any 
Guernsey blood them.
